lllustrated Classics From India 


Madhvacharya 


MadtlYldlaryfl taught men to look upon the world of matter and souls as real instead of as illusory and unreal 
in a philosophical sense He therefore put forward a fresh ontological cløssification of reality into two orders, 
Svatantra and Paratantra - independent and dependenl. God alane is The ane independent reality. Hence the 
name Dvaits (duøifsm) given to his system. 

Madhva freed The concept of Ehakti from the ciutcbes Of blind fafth and pfaced it in ils right pørspective 
as informed faith in r and love of God, both based on a right understønding of his glory. He also rescued it 
from the pitfells of sent! mental i am, eroticism and ot her m aladi es. 

Madhva lived a robust life of 79 years. He was a prolific writer in Sanskrit prose and verse. He wrote 
thirty-nine works which are colfectively known as Sarvamula. These indude commentaries on Rig Veda, 
Upanishads, Gitø, 8rabmasut.ras r Mabøbharata. Bhagawøt and critical works on Logic and metaphysics, rituals 
and sadachara Iright conduct |. Ha also wrote a number of devotional hymns. 

The Chaitanya Sampradaya of Bengat is deeply indebted to Madhva r s philosophy in many respects, it 
includes in its guruparampara Madhva and his successors, Jayatirtha and Vyasatirthø, The followers af 
Madhva are found in Karnataka, Tamil Nadu, Kerala, Andhra Pradesh, Maharashtra. Goa and Uttar Pradesh. 

Madhva's system has mede a massive contribution to Indian Philosophy through the writings of great 
commentators such as Jayatirtha, Vyasatirtha. Raghuthama, Vadiraja and Raghavendra, to ment ion only a 
few. The Haridasas of Karnataka, owing alleg i ane e to Madhva philosophy, such as Purandarø Dasa, Kanaka 
Dasa and Jagannal ha Dasa have made equally slgnificant con tributions to Kannada religions I i te rature. 
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
